Then the detectives had a hunch. They 
asked Casimir Kozlowski if by chance he 
had ever had ahy trouble with the boy 
living next door—none other than little 
Willie.

| Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.[Special.} 


—President Wilson, believing that the 
controversy with Germany over the sub- 
marine issue is about to be ended satis- 
factorily to this country, soon will renew 
his efforts to persuade Great Britain to 
raise its blockade of neutral Buropean 
countries. | 

The administration is confident that it !e 
in @ position to force the issue with Great 
Britain and win in that controversy as it 
now appears it ie to wimin the contro- 
versy with Germany. 


Britain Tries to Anticipate U. 8. 

That Great Britain is attempting to 
forestall the efforts of the United States 
by seeking to enter into informal arrange- 
ments with this country concerning trade 
with the neutral European powers waa 
admitted by state department officials. 
They intimated that if Great Britain is 
willing to concede everything the United 
States desires in an informal way this 
country will not press for the concessions 
to be made formaily. 

That the ending of the German contro- 
versy will place the United States in a 
strong position to insist upon its conten- 
tion with Great Britain was the claim 
made by administration officials. There 
were some who intimated that Germany 
appreciates thig fact, and, having had 
such successes on Jand of late, has be- 
come convinced that it would seriously 
injure its enemies by waiving every point 
of dispute between it and the United 
States in order to leave this country with- 
out handicap in urging the immediate 
lifting -of the neutral blockede. 

-| Will Give U. 8S. Satisfaction. 

‘Following an interview with Secretary 
of State Lansing, Count von Bernatorff, 
the German ambassador, practically ad- 
mitted that Germany not only intends to 
give satisfaction to the United States 
with respect to the Arabic incident, but 
with regard to the entire submarine con- 
troversy. 

The ambassador passed more than half 
an hour with the secretary of state. Dur- 
ing that time he read to Mr. Lansing a 
complete statement of Germany's posl- 
tion. He also confided to him the instruc- 
tions given to submarine commanders by 
Germany after the United States sent its 
note on the Lusitania case. 

| Details to Be Kept Secret. 

A formal statement of Germany's posi- 
tion. containing concessions which are 
expected to be satisfactory to this coun- 
try. probably will be filed later. The 
main concessions, however, will be grant- 
ed informally. as Germany believes their 
formal publication would be of service to 
the enemy. |

URGE ONE BATTLE CRUISER 
FOR EVERY FOUR WARSHIPS. 


General Board Opposing Substitut- 
ing Type of Vessel, but Will 


Suggest Enlarging Program. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Special.]—Instead 
of substituting battle cruisers for battle- 
ships in the United Statesnavy, the Army 
and Navy Journal says, some of the most 
influential membere of the general board 
favor recommending four battle cruisers 
in addition to four battleships.

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RUSSIAN PUBLIC 
BACKS WAR PLAN 


|Foreign Minister Sazanov 
Says German Propaganda 
Has Met with Failure. 


BY STANLEY WASHBURN. 
[Special Cable to The Tribune.] 
PETROGRAD, via London, Aug. 27.—J 
have just obtained from Foreign Minister 
Sazanov an interview regarding the al- 
leged German propaganda in Russia, in- 
stituted for the purpose of demoralizing 
the army and breaking public confidence. 

*“ Lately the Germans have been claim- 
ing that the leaders of the allies are not 
in accord,” Sazanov said. “ Unwillingly, 
the Russian government takes note of 
the malicious rumors which have been 
circulatediin Ruesia regarding conditions. 

“ The Germans have tried every method 
to break ‘the Russian strength and the 
world has seen how pitifully these ef- 
forts have failed. 


Try: to Influence Citizens. 

‘ Three months of continuous efforts to 
break our army have been unsuccessful. 
The enemy now is trying a new kind of 
poison which is aimed, through specious 
and plausible reasoning, at the breaking 
of the spirit of the Russian people and 
army by! circulating reports of a lack 
of harmony between the allies, of the 
failure of munitions and of the prospect 
of an independent peace with Germany. 

“ Taking these fables against the char- 
acter of our people and our government 
in succession, I will state categorically: 

“ First+That never at any time has 
there been the slightest difference of 
opinion between the high commands of 
the allied armies. Absolute confidence 
prevails in the highest circles as to the 
actions taken by our allies and implicit 
faith is felt by all as to the ultimate is- 
sue of the campaign which is pending in 
the west. 

 Second—Every step has been taken to 
replenish the munitions of our armies, 
J enabling (them to continue the campaign 
with that stubbornness which has always 
characterized their actions. 

-~ Finally, I wish forever to disabuse 
the public mind of any intention whatso- 
ever of the Russian government to make 

an independent peace with Germany.

NOT FOR PLAY

Are Wanted.

Military Training Camp, Plattsburg, 


meeting of the men from Chicago and 
vicinity and a few from farther west was 
held and ‘was addressed by Capt. Haisted 
Dorey, commandant of the camp. 

Great interest and satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the news of the Chicago camp 
to be established at Fort Sheridan. The 
men felt that their experience here might 
be of use to those considering joining this 
camp. : 

First and foremost, they unanimously 
agreed that all work should be under the 
charge of United States army regular of- 
ficers. The training of the officers in 
this camp has been uniformly fine, and 
the remarkable accomplishment in this 
short space of time has been due to the 
thorough way in which the work was 
planned out ahead, to the organization 
and to strict discipline. 


Strict Supervision Needed. 

System and codrdination throughout 
training camps generally can only be as- 
sured if all are supervised by United 
States army regular officers and this 
seems essential if a large body of men are 
to be prepared on short notice. 

The most prominent feature of the 
Plattsburg camp has been the serious- 
ness with. which all men have gone into it 
In the last ten days we have not aver- 
aged over an hour a day to ourselves, and 
a little over seven hours sleep. Strict dis- 
cipline ts and should be enforced. This 
is not always agreeable. . 


Must Clean Own Streets. 

Each day one squad takes care of the 
cleaning of the company street, and in 
each tent the corporal is held responsible 
for its cleanliness and order. Nor was it 
easy in our first engagement to climb over 
fences, duck into ditches, and charge 
across a plowed fleld with twenty-five 
pound packs on our backs. But we have 
to get used to this, for on our “ hike " we 
will be carrying over fifty pounds, © 

Men who are looking for an easy time 
or a pleasant vacation will be disappoint- 
ed in a properly Tun training camp. There 
Is no time for seeing one’s friends unless 
they happen to be in one’s own company. 
The work is hard, the .ours are long, the

had been put out. 

Mrs. Walter O. Boewell, a relative, her 
two children, Warren Pershing, and three 
servants escaped. Their sleeping quarters 
were in a part of the house which was 
little damaged.

Rescuers Driven Back. 

Mrs. Boswell was the first of those in 
the general’s home to discover the fire. 
She was aroused by the smoke and awak- 
ened her children. Meanwhile she called 
to Mrs. Pershing. Then she opened the 
door of her room leading to the hall. 
Smoke drove her back and she saw flames 
in the hallway. She took her children to 
the stairway, but found it cut off by fire, 
so retreated thpough her room to the roof 
of the front porch. 

The noise of the flames by now had at- 
tracted Lieut. Eugene Santscheil, Twen- 
ty-first infantry, and two enlisted men, 
who broke in doors, but were repelled by 
the fame. Then Mrs. Boswell, from the 
porch roof, threw her two children, Philip 
and James, 3 and 6 years old, to the men 
below, still calling to Mrs. Pershing, and 
jumped herself. Her maid previously had 
jumped and been caught. Mrs. Boswell, 
who fell in a flower bed, wrenched her 
back, and was taken to the post hospital. 


Mother Near Her Children. 

In the corner of the house most burned, 
the rescuers found Mrs. Pershing on the 
floor, with her arms across one of the chii- 
dren, who was on the bed. On another 
bed was another child; the third lay on 
the floor. 

Apparently Mrs. Pershing, after being 
awakened, had gone through the smoke 
and fire to the room, where Helen and 
Anne slept, and brought them with her. 
Warren's room was inaccessible to her.

Davis’ property to the exclusion of rela- 
tives. 

Mrs. Davis died recently under peculiar 
circumstances and is alleged to have toid 
Mrs. Hamlin that her property was no* 
to be appropriated by relatives, but that 
she was making her will, leaving her 
property to charity. 

Mrs. Clara Meyers of Charleston, W. 
Va., also is being held by the grand jury 
in connection with the cage. 


Changes Her Story. 
When first arrested Mrs. Hamlin, wha 
is 35 years old, said she was the daugh- 
ter-in-law “ of a former governor of Lili- 
nois; that she was an artist, and thet 
her home was in Chicago.”’ 
When she was informed that there had 
never been a Gov. Hamlin of Illinois she

| Repeat History at Freeport. 

Freeport made and repeated history to- 
day. The Lincoln-Douglas debate of Aug. 
27, 1857, was retnacted. 

The episode of the debste wea a portion 
of the monster pageant which the citizens 
of Freeport have staged for the enter- 
tainment of all those who have gathered 
for *‘ home coming week.’’ The pageant 
is historical and covers with fidelity every 
important development and incident of 
the Blackhawk country. 

The famous men of a half century ago 
who were important factois in tho polit- 
ical affairs of the time were faithfully 
represented. Frank E. Furst appeared as 
Lincoln and Judge R. J. Carnehan as 
Douglas. Joseph Medill, editor of THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, was represented by E. 
R. Shaw and Deacon Bross, also of THE 
TRIBUNE, by F. J. Jastrum. Norman B. 
Judd, chairman of the Republican state 
central committee, was represented by 
Frank Robinson. 

Lincoln drove to the picnic grounds, 
the scen of the debate, in a Conestoga 
farm wagon, while Senator Douglas ap- 
peared in a magnificent coach. 

All of the events leading up to the de 
bate were covered and the episode was 
closed. The meeting was “ covered" 
for the newspapers by Robert Hill, a 
young reporter for the Press and TRIB- 
UNE, and Robert Hitt, who was the only 
shorthand reporter of the period capable 
of taking a speech verbatim. His is 
the report of the debate which appeared 
in THE TRIBUNE of thatday. | 


Show Advancement of Whites. 

The pageant opened with the birth of 
Black Hawk, the famed Indian chief, who 
gave the United States no little end of 
trouble in his day. The various steps in 
the advancement of the white race and the 

shing of the Indians acrose the Mis- 
ssipp! were carefully set out in costume 
and in dialogue. 

The transfer of the territory from the 
French to the English and from the Eng- 
lish to the United States occupied more 
episodes that were filled with interesting 
detail, more than twelve hundred men, 
women, and children taking part. The 
entire spectacle was thoroughly costumed. 

Following the settlement of Freeport 
proper in 1850 and Its christening cams 
the Germans, and this was made a special 
feature of the pageanttoday. The organ- 
ization of the Saengerbund stood promi- 
nentiv forth in the day’s events because 
of the right good wii! with which its mem- 
bers burst lustily into a rousing chorus 
anent the possibilities of the new land. 


Dark Days of Civil War. 

The activities of Freeport during the 
dark days of the civil war were colorfully 
presented with the aid of several com- 
panies of the Ilinois national guard. 

The scene of the’recruiting in 1860 when 
President Lincoli's call for volunteers 
was read was followed in detail, and the 
men who were first to officer Freeport’s 
militta contingent in the war were pan- 
tomimed by men of today. 

The final scene of the pageant illus- 
trated the future of the city. In a mad 
whirl of dancing there arose a cloud of 
smoke, and as the dense vapors were lifted 
there appeared the “ dream of the city ”’ 
—men and women tolling to make Free- 
port a city of homes and commerce.

It became known today that plans of 
the United, States for putting Haiti in 
order contemplate calling upon the war 
department, if necessary, to furnish of- 
ficers for the island police from its corps 
of noncommissioned officers who have de- 
veloped and commanded the Philippine 
constabulary. . 

The pending treaty would provide not 
only for a complete finaneial protectorate 
and the administration of custom houses. 
but for a native police force officered by 
Americans. ° 

Marines to Keep Control. 

Rear Admiral Caperton and his ma- 
tines will keep control of the situation 
on the island pending ratification of the 
treaty and setting up of the machinery 
of the protectorate... Some opposition is 
expected from the rebellious element on 
the north of the island, who do not look 
with favor upon the ending of revolution- 
ary days, but little real trouble is looked 
for.

First View in Berlin. 

The firet-sight is taken in Berlin—where 
the streets are packed with a multitude of 
singing, hat waving folks, Then the men 
march, and in time the guns boom, even 
the thirty centimeter ones. The third act 
is the hospital, as essential to battle as 
ammunition, where the thousands who 
are broken by shells and bullets are 
made as whole again as science can do 
it, and sent forth once more to face the 
death dealing rain.

HAY FEVER A PUZZLE. 
BOUT this time each year the 
United States Hay Fever associa- 
tion meets at Bethlehem, N. H. In 
discussion punctuated by sneezes 
the members weigh various pro- 
posals for the prevention and cure of hay 
fever. If their tears mean anything, chas- 
ing the cure is beset by illusions and dis- 
appointments. 
For several years I have had the privi- 
l@ze of reading the booklets in which the 
Various experiences of the members are 
set forth. Those present are allowed the 
greatest freedom of discussion. In con- 
sequence a multitude of remedies is ad- 
vocated. There are as many remedies for 
hay fever as there are colic cures, which 
means that in hay fever as in horse colic 

no remedy is satisfactory. 

While the freedom of discussion per- 
mits many foolish suggestions to be pre- 
sented, it also furnishes a speedy anti- 


posal might be charged.

From their discussion we learn that the 
climate cure helps many, but for many it 
offers nothing. No hay fever resort is free 
from hay fever, though some have much 
less than others. Serums made from pol- 
lens help some, but are useless for others. 
Vaccines from mixed bacteria cure some 
people, prevent hay fever in some, andare 
useless in others. 

The same criticism applies to opera- 
tiens on the nose. Cotton filters in the 
nostrils help some people, but fail with 
others. 

That hay fever is due to a condition of 

anaphylaxis similar to that which 
causes hives is known to scientific men, 
but no one has found a way to make prac- 
| tical use of the knowledge. 
, Amidst all the uncertainty about hay 
| fever, this fact should be set forth with 
positiveness: No person is justified in 
using morphine or any kindred substance 
/as a remedy for hay fever.

The American Hay Fever Prevention as- 
sociation sends out a bulletin this year 
to hay fever sufferers. But theseareonly 
a mall part of the persons who should 
be interested. 

The circular advises that during the 
months ef August and September all 
‘weeds on vacant lots be cut often enough 
to prevent them from flowering.

BEDBUG NUISANCE. 

H. lL. R.| writes: “ We are troubled 
with bedbugs, although our beds are 
clean and practically new. Can you sug- 
gest a way to exterminate them? Is it 
possible for them to come through the 
walls of adjoining house? 


| REPLY. 
Bee answer to R.A. Y.: 
* Fumigation with hydrocyanic acid gas is 
much the most efficient method, if you can 
find some one experienced in using it. Fumi- 
gation with sulphur is fairly efficient. Use 
three pounds to every thousand feet of space. 
Do not moisten things before fumigating with 
sulphur, particularly if the work ie for bugs. 
Boiling water ie effective in situations in 
which it can be used. 
** Among efficient local applications are 
kerosene, gasoline, and benzine, A mixture 
of one ounce of corrosive sublimate, one pint 
of alcohol, and one-fourth of a pint of turpen- 
tine ts effective if thoroughly applied. Some- 
times [t is necessary to repeat the treatment in 
two weeks, since bedbug eggs require ten days 
to hatch."’ 
Bedbugs can migrate from adjacent houses 
and apartments,
